Medical men generally are com¬ 
pletely baffled by the nation’s fitness. 
They feared that, after nights of 
crowding in air-raid shelters and ex¬ 
posure to all weathers on A.R.P. ann 
fire-watching, epidemics would sweep 
the country like a prairie fire. 

In fact, there have been fewer cases 
of acarlet fever, diphtheria, typhoid 
fever and pneumonia, and only half 
the number ef deaths from influenza.

Laid To Rest 


Funeral services for Benjamin 
Munson, aged 73 years, well known 
old-timer of ’the Reid Hill district, 
were held from the United IChurch on 
Monday, June 23rd with the Rev. M.

Must Re-employ 
Soldiers After War 

An order-in-council from Ottawa, 
states that every man discharged 
from active service can expect to re¬ 
turn to the job he left or to one equal¬ 
ly favorable. Every employee whr 
has had six' months emplyment wit! 
sny employer at the time of his en¬ 
listment must be re-instated in that 
same job under no less favorable con¬ 
ditions than if he had not enlisted. 

There are conditions involved. An 
employer will not have to re-instate 


Sask. Mennonites 
To Work in Parks 


All but two of 29 Mennonites of the 
21-year-old military class reported 
for four months’ work in lieu of mili¬ 
tary service in answer to the first 
'all-up of conscientious otojfeetbrs is¬ 
sued in the Saskatchewan division. 

This first group of Mennonites went 
o Waskesiu from the Rnsthern dis¬ 
trict and the two who were missing 
had in the meantime volunteered for 
active military service, divisional war 
-ervices offices in Regina announced. 

The number reporting was a van¬ 
guard for 200 who would eventually 
be working at the national park hulld- 
: ng and improving forest trails for 
fireguards. 

Conscientious objectors at Waske¬ 
siu for the first four months would be 
oiade up of 150 Mennonites and 60 
other objectors other than Dnukho- 
bors.

Do Farmers Need Advice? 


AFTER climbing up through the welter of advice to 
“■farmers which deluges a newspaper office, we look 
out and see the farmers apparently doing all right 
without any advice. 

All of which brings up the question of how much 
practical good is done by all the government agencies 
that are supposedly serving the farmer. He hears no 
end of lectures on proper policies and methods, but for 
the most part he seems to learn best from personal ex¬ 
perience, and adapts himself to the.particular aptitudes 
of the land which he works. If he were to listen to ev¬ 
eryone and take the advice of everyone, he would be in 
even more dither than he is. 

This spring, long before the public voices quit telling 
him what he should do about wheat sowing, he had made 
his own plans and framed his own policy suitable to the 
livelihood which he must realize out of the land. And so 
quickly does the world scene change that next year (as 
one farmer says) they may be fining farmers for not 
sowing enough wheat. None of the great leaders of 
any of the countries, apparently anticipated Russia’s 
entrance into the war. No one can forecast what this 
will mean to the wheat supply of Europe. The whole 
world wheat situation may change within the next year. 
' This country carries a tremendous overhead in ag¬ 
ricultural set-up, including federal and provincial de¬ 
partments for every branch of husbandry; federal and 
provincial illustration farms; federal and provincial 
supervision. They are all working allegedly for the 
benefit of John Jones. But how much does John Jones 
actually benefit ? The soil at the nearest illustration 
farm may be entiiely different from his soil, so he has to 
work things out for himself. In fact two adjoining farms 
may differ conspicuously in frost susceptibility and 
such matters. So, after all, the experiments carried on 
have only relative value at best. It is much more by ex¬ 
perimentation than, by advice, that the farmer proves 
for himself the most profitable type of livestock, and 
the best methods of feeding. 

This is not to say that all this overhead is waste, be¬ 
cause it is not. Certain valuable work has gone forward 
on illustration farms. But any “all out” effort at econo¬ 
my, could reduce expenditures in officials and such ser¬ 
vices, without the average farmer noticing any differ¬ 
ence, or deteriorating in his output. 

Probably the most practical benefit comes from groups 
of farmers in one district meeting together frequently 
to compare experiences.

“Calgary Committee for ,1 
Conscription" Calls on Mac¬ 
kenzie King for Statement 

A Calgary association calling itself 
“tne Calgary committee for conscrip¬ 
tion," circularized the city with hand¬ 
bills, on the .day of Prime Minister 
King’s arrival in the city. The hand-. 
bills asked “How car. we fight a total 
war w thout conscription ?" So that 
was the question levelled at the Prime 
Minister when he made his address in 
the evening. One section of the aud¬ 
ience kept calling “Conscription—We 
want conscription.” 

Mr. King replied to this with the 
answer: . v ' 

“If every man does his" ownt-duty 
first, before he concerns himself about 
the duty of his neighbor; if having 
done his own duty, every man tries to 
help his neighbor to reach a personal 
conviction of his duty, instead of wish¬ 
ing to compel him, Canada will have 
no need of conscription for overseas 
service and Canada will not be divided 
on any conscription issue. 

“No small part of our strength, as 
the one nation in this hemisphere 
fighting today in this war, is the fact 
that our country’s participation is a 
voluntary participation; I do not think 
we begin to realize what a moral 
strength that gives us in the eyes of 
the world and in the eyes of the ene¬ 
my. 

True‘of «4ll F.mpire 

"What is true of Canada is true 
alike of Australia and South Africa. 
These young free British nations free¬ 
ly took up the cause of freedom, and 
they, too, are freely giving their ut¬ 
most to save everything all of us value 
in this world. 

“Suppose, instead, we had conscrip¬ 
tion for service outside Canada. Who 
would be the first to say that the 
Canadians had to be dragged away 
unwfllingli from their homes to fight 
across the seas? That is what the 
radios in Berlin would blare forth to 
the world. 

“Instead the enemy is faced with a 
people whose greatest strength flows 
from the unity which comes from a 
free effort willingly made. The peo¬ 
ple of Csmada have just responded 
generously and quickly to an appeal 
for the greatest war loan in our his¬ 
tory. We are also making a special 
appeal to our young meh to enlist in 
the legions of freedom. There has 
never been a nobler cause.” 

■Our War Effort 

Speaking of the reason for his tour 
jf Canada, Mr. King said that he 
wished, before any call might come 
for a conference in Britain, to be fully 
'pformed on the work being done in 
Canada. 

“In the last war” he said, “our task 
was relatively very different from 
what it is today. What we did then 
was to raise an army; almost all we 
were asked for was men. We depend¬ 
'd on Britain's navy; we had no air¬ 
force of our own and Britain made the 
-rester nart of our military equip¬ 
ment and supplies, and Britain even 
helped Canada to finance 'Canada’s 
part in the war.

job,. True our army is not quite as 
it was at this time in the last war, 
but it numbers 200,000 men enlisted 
for service in any part of the world. 
Over 70,000 men, an army corps of 
two divisions with complete - re-en¬ 
forcements are already in Britain. 

“These will be supplemented dur¬ 
ing the present year by a tank bri¬ 
gade and two more diveions, one of 
these an armored division. One rapid¬ 
ly growing navy already of 200 ships 
and 20,000 men has been helping the 
British navy on both sides of the At¬ 
lantic. 

“We have 55,000 men in Canada’s 
air force. The greater part of the air 
training for the whole British Com¬ 
monwealth is being done on Canadian 
soil. Instead of Britain making war 
supplies for Canada, Canada is mak¬ 
ing war supplies for Britain, and Help¬ 
ing Britain to pay for them, too. Al¬ 
ready the war effort has been devel¬ 
oped on such a scale that it is costing 
about 45 cents out of every dollar of 
the income of the Canadian people. 
Unity For Total Effort 
“Total effort” means that every 
man, woman and child keeps on doing 
everything possible to help. But total 
effort is impossible except on a foun¬ 
dation of national unity. You and 1 
know that issues are being raised that 
threaten our unity, and if permitted 
to develop, might destroy our unity. 
We all-know what those issues are. 
But we cannot have a total effort and 
ndulge in domestic disputes and quar- 
lels. Our effort will become total as 
every man and woman does all he or 
=he can possibly do, and all they can 
persuade—or not coerce—others to 
do. The-job of the Canadian people is 
to fight Hitlerism. They cannot fight 
Hitlerism and fight one another. Na¬ 
tional unity comes first of all. 

“The government is in touch with 
all parts of the country. Our policies 
are nation wide. Different policies 
might suit different localities viewed 
in isolation. But it is our responsi¬ 
bility to see that wisest policies are 
adopted to attain maximum result 
from the whole of Canada. 

“We are partners of Britain in this 
war. There has been complete under¬ 
standing between us, and all we are 
doing, and the reason, is based on this 
understanding. Those who say we 
should do more of this and less of that 
cannot have the complete information 
that is available to the government. 
As prime minister, I have a special re¬ 
sponsibility to do all in my power to 
maintain our unity as a people, to 
maintain the unity of our war effort 
and a proper balance between its many 
aspects.” 

Resolutions At 
M.D. Convention 

Ask Province for Half Cost 
Education Including High 
School; All Main Highway 
Construction; Approve Fast 
Time 

Although resolutions passed at the 
Union of Alberta Municipalities in 
1940, were ignored, according to the 
J. Fitzallen, secretary, the convention 
went forward with more resolutions at 
their meeting last week in Calgary. 

After summarizing social service 
costs in Alberta and other provinces, 
Mr. Fitzallen showed that the Alberta 
government contributes less in this 
respect than other western provinces 
or Ontario. A resolution requested 
that the provincial government con¬ 
tribute toward support of unemploy¬ 
ables—a burden now carried by muni¬ 
cipal districts solely, and constitute a 
heavy share of unemployment relief. 

Ie was also recommended that a board 
of medical men re-examine all men : 
tested as unemployable by the pro¬ 
vincial government. 

The convention went on record as 
favoring “fast time” as effective in 
Quebec and Ontario from May 1 to 
October 31. This presumably‘means 
daylight saving. 

A Workmen’s Compensation reso¬ 
lution asked that the minimum of 
compensation in all cases should not 
be less than the standard of provin¬ 
cial relief allowances. 

A resolution urged that the loan 
companies, federal government and 
province take steps to make National 
Housing operative in Alberta. 

The provincial government is asked 
to assume the entire cost of construc¬ 
tion and maintenance of main high¬ 
ways through municipalities, whether 
cities, towns or villages. 

The provincial gcvernment was ask¬ 
ed to assume one-half the cost of ele¬ 
mentary, intermediary and high school 
education. „ • 

In this connection a delegate said 
rentals should include cost of educa- 1 
tion, and that in some instances own¬ 
ers had been renting property for less I 
than the taxes they had to pay. < 

Treatment of Soldiers 
A resolution urged that the federal 
government be asked to make ade- I 
quate provision for the treatment. ' 
care an^i well-being of any person 1 
serving in the war, and that demob- 1 
ilization be retarded if necessary so 1 
that such persons or their widows or 1 
dependents shall not become a charge 
on Canadian municipalities.

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Federal Experts 
Warn of Sawfly 


Predict Danger in Southern 
Alberta; Advise Grass on 
Headlands and Road Allow- 


A startling warning is issued by 
federal agricultural experts in re¬ 
spect to stem sawfly infestation. This 
threat is said to be the most extensive 
in grain history. All the wheat acre¬ 
age of Alberta and Saskatchewan is 
said to be menaced. 

Dr. C. W. Farstad of Lethbridge, as¬ 
sistant entomologist in charge of saw- 
fly investigation for the prairie prov¬ 
inces, explained the present situation 
developed over a period of years dur¬ 
ing which farmers generally did not 
observe proper control measures. 

The sawfly attacks all varieties of 
wheat as well as spring and fall rye. 
Eggs laid by the sawfly are hidden in¬ 
side the grain stem and the larvae 
spend their entire development period 
inside the stem. 

The larvae feeds inside the stem of 
the wheat plant from early July until 
just before the wheat is ready to cut. 
At that time, the larvae girdles the 
stem from the inside just above the 
soil surface. Eventually the stem 
breaks ofr at that point and falls to 
the ground. To guard against the saw- 
fly, farmers are instructed to place 
permanent strips of grass on head¬ 
lines and road allowances. Saw-flies 
passing from one field to another will 
deposit their eggs in the grass, ad¬ 
vise agricultural experts. 

Another control method is to de¬ 
lay seeding of stubbble as long as pos- 
while still another control is sowing 
of oats or late barley after wheat. 
Oats will destroy the larvae and late 
barley will not be attacked. 

The area where sawfly infestation 
can be expected is a vast triangle with 
a base of some 700 miles along the 
International boundary and spreading 
northward for more than 300 miles. 
Apex of the triangle is at Fort Sas¬ 
katchewan, northeast of Edmonton. 

Western boundary of the sawfly 
territory follows the foothills of the 
Rockies through Calgary. Olds and 
Camrose to Fort Saskatchewan. 

Heavy rains could kill large num¬ 
bers of insects while they are flying 
and a wet growing season would cause 
the larvae to be drowned in the wheat 
steins as the plants pump up water. 

A dry harvest season would enable 
farmers to pick off stems from the 
ground and thresh them but a rainy 
harvest would result in much greater 
loss. Rain would cause the berries in 
the heads to sprout, sending roots in¬ 
to the earth and preventing farmers 
from picking them up. 

The Angus shops at Montreal and 
the Montreal Locomotive works will 
be turning out 200 tanks a month this 
year, and are almost geared to that 
point now.
